BEHIND IN CLASSES

CLOG CITY SCHOOLS

Equal Number Can't Have
Pull Day Because of Vast

Number of Deficients.

'DEFECTS' SOMEWHERE.

31. 2 Per Cent. Below Nor-

mal Grades, Says Bureau
in Amazing Report.

Over 22S.000 ehlldren, clogging' tne
public school machinery of this city
becauso of their fnllttro to achieve
promotion, aro depilvin-- r nearly an
equal number of pupils of their rlg'jt
to a full school day.

Of 900. pupils tested In twenty-tw- o

schools, all of whom aro from two
to four years behind the normal tlnvi
for Eraduallon, 53 per cent, havo been
lound to bo mentally under age; only
20 per cent, aro "normal" and 2i per
cent, aro what is termed "over ago"
mentalb .

Tho foregoing and other startling
facts gathered by tho Unreal' of def-
ence, Hcsearch and Statistics of the
Hoard of Education aru contained In
a report made, to Supt. Ettlr.rer which
has not yet been made public.
